Lawmakers Should Not Be Lawbrecakers 


S PARLIAMENT 'S first session ends, the 
é Government can pomt to a fa ~ 


record Privy Council appeals abolished. con 
stitutional reform begun. housing and Trans 
Caneda Highway plans laid. With al) this & 
talk about. the Government may well beleve 
its sims are already forgotten 

We hopx it's wrong there. This Government 
has been guilty of deliberate defiance of the law 
by the very men sworn to administer it. This 
1s an offense that ought not to be forgiven 

By the Combines Investigation Act. the 
Minister of Justice is obliged to publish any 
report of the Combines Investigation Com- 
missioner within 15 days of receiving tt. That 
clause has been kept in the act by the Govern 
ment's own insistence. A couple of years ago 
John Diefenbaker urged them to modify :t he 
thought it too rigid. leaving the Minister no 
option but to publish even an unfew report 
The Government brushed him off. The “white 
ight of pubhcity” was just what they wanted. 
they said. abolition of that clause would defeat 
the marr purpose of the act. 

That was their attitude until December 29, 
1948, when Fred McGregor turned im his report 


m the flour n mg industry. Mr. McGregor’s 
lers were acutely distaste 
ful to the Government. especially to Rt. Hon 
C. D. Howe. If the Government accepted the 
McGregor report and acted upon it, Mr. Howe 
felt he would be double-crossing his friends 

On the other hand. if the Government 
publicly repudieted the McGregor report, 
Opposition parties would have gained a power 
ful weapon for the then pending election cam 
paign. The Government could have been rep 
resented as the friend and protector of « 
monopoly im restraimt of trade 

Se, m the words of Justice Minister Stuart 
Garson, the Government “took the respons 
bility” of noring the law. Instead of publish 
ug the McGregor report. they set on it until
